Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Drehkoff explained the difference between the cited prior art and 
the present claims: US '578 teaches the active agents are in a reservoir, while the present invention the active agents 
are dispersed in the polyurethane matrix and the channels of US '578 are for wicking action and not for delivery of 
active agents; US '508 is a net and not microchannels; and US 770 not a microchannels. Combination of the 
references does not teach the present invention. The examiner suggests amending the claims to recite the active 
ingredients dispersed in the polymer porous matrix to overcome the primary reference. Determination of patentability 
will be decided upon filing the official response .
